Almost any (reen CMp CM be made 
into silage succeMfnlly. Much rare. 
Iiovvcver. muat be taken to expri the 
.itr trom such hollow-tttmtned phiits 
the small cereal graina by cuttinR 
line and packing fimiljr. Otbtr crops, 
of whkh legumes ire cmmplea, are 
deficit in the fermentabk cenatituents 
needed for .pshteble ailtge. On the 
other hand, ■ few crope, mh as the 
•Mcharine sorghuma. have so mncli 
angar that unless cut at a more ma- 
ture stage they have a tendency to 
produce sour silage. 

In most parts ol the United States 
more food material can be obtained 
frojii an acre of corn as silage than 
from an acre of any otliiT irop that 
rail he grown. Corn is tnore easilv 
harvestcfl and put into the silo tlian 
crops like rvr. clover, rovvpcas. or 
allalla. and when ctit for silage the 
inaxiniiitn ((uantity of nutrients is 
preserved Kxperiinents have shown 
that corn, when siloed, lost \'ti'< per 
cent of the dry matter, against is. 8 
per cent when cnl for f.>dder and cur- 
ed in the held Moreover, there is 
less waste in feeding silage than in 
feeding fodder, since good silage pro- 
perly fed is all consumed. When corn 
is cut for silage the land is cleared 
and left readv for another crop sooner 
than when the corn ia ahocked or is 
huakcd from the atandiag ataik. Corn 
can be pat into the aile at a coat not 
above that of allocking, haaking, 
grinding and ehredding.
